Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The attorney stated that the novelty of instant invention is in that none of the prior 
art references shows the claimed peening treatement which is performed for a time period ranging from 5 to 10 
second. However, it is the position of the examiner that it would have been obvious to obtain the optimal peening 
time period, which depends on other process parameters, such as particle size, peening pressure etc., through 
routine experimentation .
